AN ACT Rel ating to special license plates; anendi ng RCW 46. 16. 385,
46. 16. 570, 46.16. 600, 46.16.690, 46.16.725, and 46.16. 745; reenacting
and anendi ng RCW 46. 16. 316; addi ng a new section to chapter 46.16 RCW
addi ng a new section to chapter 47.30 RCW and providing an effective
dat e.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 46.16 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The followng special license plate series created by the
| egi sl ature may be personalized: (a) RCW46.16.301; (b) RCW46. 16. 305,
except those plates issued under RCW 46.16.305 (1) and (2); (c) RCW
46.16. 324; (d) RCW 46. 16.385; or (e) RCW46. 16. 745.

(2) Personalized special plates issued under this section may be
personalized only by using nunbers or letters, or any conbination
t hereof not exceeding seven positions, including the special plate
identifier position holders, and not |ess than one position, to the
extent that there are no conflicts with existing |license plate series.
A personalized special license plate is subject to the sane
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requi renents as personalized license plates issued on the standard
background as listed in RCW46. 16. 575, 46.16.580, 46.16.590, 46.16. 595,
and 46. 16. 600.

(3) In addition to any other fees and taxes due at the tine of
regi stration, applicants for a personalized special |icense plate nust
pay both the fees and taxes required to be paid upon registration or
renewal of the special plate as set out in the statute creating the
special plate and the personalized plate as required in RCW46. 16. 585
and 46. 16.606. The special plate fee nmust be distributed in accordance
with the requirenments set out in the statute creating the specia
pl at e. The personalized plate fee nust be distributed under RCW
46. 16. 605 and 46.16.606, except ten dollars of the registration or
renewal fee nust be deposited into the pedestrian and bicycle grant
program account created under section 9 of this act. The transfer of
personal i zed special plates is to be adm ni stered under RCW 46. 16. 316.

Sec. 2. RCW46.16.316 and 2004 c 223 s 4, 2004 c 221 s 5, 2004 c
48 s 5, and 2004 c 35 s 5 are each reenacted and anended to read as
fol | ows:

Except as provided in RCW46. 16. 305:

(1) When a person who has been issued a special |icense plate or
pl at es: (a) Under RCW 46.16.30901, 46.16.30903, 46.16.30905, or
46.16.301 as it existed before anendnent by section 5, chapter 291
Laws of 1997, or under RCW 46.16.305(2) or 46.16.324; ((er)) (b)
approved by the special license plate review board under RCW 46. 16. 715
t hrough 46.16.775; or (c) under section 1 of this act sells, trades, or
ot herwi se transfers or rel eases ownership of the vehicle upon which the
special license plate or plates have been displayed, he or she shal
i mredi ately report the transfer of such plate or plates to an acquired
vehicle or vehicle eligible for such plates pursuant to departnental
rule, or he or she shall surrender such plates to the departnent
i mrediately if such surrender is required by departnental rule. |If a
person applies for a transfer of the plate or plates to another
eligible vehicle, a transfer fee of ten dollars shall be charged in
addition to all other applicable fees. Such transfer fees shall be
deposited in the notor vehicle fund. Failure to surrender the plates
when required is a traffic infraction.
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(2) If the special license plate or plates issued by the departnent
beconme |ost, defaced, damaged, or destroyed, application for a
repl acenent special license plate or plates shall be nade and fees paid
as provided by law for the replacenent of regular |icense plates.

Sec. 3. RCW46.16.385 and 2004 ¢ 222 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The departnment shall design and issue disabl ed parking enbl em
versions of special |license plates issued under (a) RCW46. 16. 301; (b)
RCW 46. 16. 305, except those plates issued under RCW 46. 16. 305 (1) and
(2); (c) RCW46.16.324; (d) RCW46.16.745; (e) RCW 73.04.110; (f) RCW
73.04.115; ((er)) (g) RCW46.16.301(1) (a), (b), or (c), as it existed
before anmendnent by section 5, chapter 291, Laws of 1997; (h) RCW
46. 16.565; or (i) plates issued under section 1 of this act. The
di sabl ed parking enbl em version of the special plate nmust display the
uni versal synbol of access that may be used in lieu of the parking
pl acard issued to persons who qualify for special parking privileges
under RCW 46. 16. 381. The departnent may not charge an additional fee
for the issuance of the special disabled parking enbleml|icense plate,
except the regular notor vehicle registration fee, the fee associ ated
with the particular special plate, and any other fees and taxes
required to be paid upon registration of a nmotor vehicle. The enblem
nmust be incorporated into the design of the special license plate in a
manner to be determ ned by the departnent, and under existing vehicul ar
i censing procedures and existing | aws.

(2) Persons who qualify for special parking privileges under RCW
46. 16. 381, and who have applied and paid the appropriate fee for any of

the special license plates listed in subsection (1) of this section
are entitled to receive fromthe departnent a special disabled parking
enblem |icense plate. The special disabled parking enblem |icense

pl ate may be used for one vehicle registered in the disabled person's
name. Persons who have been issued the parking privileges or who are
using a vehicle displaying the special disabled parking enblemlicense
plate may park in places reserved for nobility di sabl ed persons.

(3) The special disabled parking enblem |icense plate nust be
admnistered in the sane manner as the plates issued under RCW
46. 16. 381.

(4) The departnent shall adopt rules to inplenent this section.
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Sec. 4. RCW46.16.570 and 1986 ¢ 108 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The personalized license plates shall be the sane design as
regul ar license plates, and shall consist of nunbers or letters, or any
conbi nation thereof not exceeding seven positions unless proposed by
t he departnment and approved by the Washi ngton state patrol and not | ess
than one position, to the extent that there are no conflicts wth
exi sting passenger, commercial, trailer, notorcycle, or special |icense
plates series or with the provisions of RCW 46.16.230 or 46.16.235:
PROVI DED, That the maxi mum nunber of positions on personalized |icense
pl ates for notorcycles shall be designated by the departnent.

(2) Personalized plates issued under section 1 of this act nmay be
a different design than general issue license plates.

Sec. 5. RCW 46.16.600 and 1979 c 158 s 143 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The director of Ilicensing may establish such rules and
regul ations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of RCW
46. 16. 560 t hrough 46. 16. 595.

(2) Upon recommendation by the board, the departnent shall adopt a
rule limting the ability of organizations to apply for nore than one
license plate series.

Sec. 6. RCW 46.16.690 and 2003 c 361 s 502 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The departnent shall offer Ilicense plate design services to
organi zations that are sponsoring a new special license plate series or
are seeking to redesign the appearance of an existing special |icense
plate series that they sponsored. In providing this service, the
departnment nust work with the requesting organization in determning
the specific qualities of the new plate design and nust provide ful
design services to the organi zation. The departnent shall collect from
the requesting organi zation a fee of ((enre—thousand+i+ve)) two hundred
dollars for providing |icense plate design services. This fee includes
one original license plate design and up to five additional renditions
of the original design. |If the organization requests the departnent to
provide further renditions, in addition to the five renditions provided
for under the original fee, the departnent shall collect an additional
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fee of ((#+~ve)) one hundred dollars per rendition. Al revenue
collected under this section nust be deposited into the nultinodal
transportation account.

Sec. 7. RCW 46.16.725 and 2003 c 196 s 103 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The creation of the board does not in any way preclude the
authority of the legislature to i ndependently propose and enact speci al
license plate | egislation.

(2) The board nmust review and either approve or reject special
license plate applications submtted by sponsoring organi zations.

(3) Duties of the board include but are not |limted to the
fol | ow ng:

(a) Review and approve the annual financial reports submtted by
sponsoring organi zations with active special |icense plate series and
pr esent t hose annual financi al reports to the | egi sl ative
transportation conmttee;

(b) Report annually to the legislative transportation commttee on
the special license plate applications that were considered by the
boar d;

(c) Issue approval and rejection notification letters to sponsoring
organi zations, the departnent, the chairs of the senate and house of
representatives transportation conmttees, and the | egislative sponsors
identified in each application. The letters nust be issued within
seven days of making a determ nation on the status of an application;

(d) Review annually the nunber of plates sold for each special
license plate series created after January 1, 2003. The board may
submt a recommendation to discontinue a special plate series to the
chairs of the senate and house of representatives transportation
commttees;

(e) Provide policy guidance and recommendations to the departnent
concerning the adoption of rules necessary to limt the nunber of
special license plates that an organi zation nmay apply for.

(4) In order to assess the effects and inpact of the proliferation

of special license plates, the legislature declares a tenporary
noratori umon the i ssuance of any additional plates until June 1, 2007.

During this period of tinme, the special license plate review board
created in RCW 46.16.705 is prohibited from accepting, review ndg,
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processing, or approving any applications. Additionally, no special
license plate shall be enacted by the leqgislature during the
noratorium unless the proposed license plate has been approved by the
board before February 15, 2005.

Sec. 8. RCW 46.16.745 and 2003 c 196 s 301 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) A sponsoring organization neeting the requirenments of RCW
46. 16. 735, applying for the creation of a special |icense plate to the
special license plate review board nust, on an application supplied by
the departnent, provide the mninmum application requirenents in

subsection (2) of this section. ((Hf the sponsoring organization
I . : I . 2} _ofthi on.

3} of
this section.))
(2) The sponsoring organization shall:
(a) Submt prepaynent of all start-up costs associated with the

creation and inplenentation of the special |icense plate in an anmount
determ ned by the departnent. The departnent shall place this noney
into the special license plate applicant trust account created under

RCW 46. 16. 755((£3))) (4);

(b) Provide a proposed |license plate design;

(c) Provide a marketing strategy outlining short and long-term
mar keting plans for ((the)) each special license plate and a financi al
anal ysis outlining the anticipated revenue and the planned expenditures
of the revenues derived fromthe sale of the special |icense plate;

(d) Provide a signature of a legislative sponsor and proposed
| egi sl ation creating the special license plate; ((and))

(e) Provide proof of organizational qualifications as determ ned by
t he departnent as provided for in RCW46. 16. 735,

(f) Provide signature sheets that include signatures from
individuals who intend to purchase the special license plate and the
nunber of plates each individual intends to purchase. The sheets nust
reflect a mninmumof three thousand five hundred intended purchases of
the special license plate.

(3) ((If the sponsoring organization is not able to neet the
payment  requirenents of subsection (2)(a) of this section and can
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4))) After an application is approved by the special |license plate
review board, the application need not be reviewed again by the board
for a period of three years.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. A new section is added to chapter 47.30 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The pedestrian and bicycle grant program account is created in
the custody of the state treasurer. The account is subject to
al l ot rent procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW but an appropriation is
not required for expenditures.

(2) Funds in the account nust be disbursed subject to the follow ng
conditions and limtations:

(a) The departnent of transportation shall oversee the program and

grants.
(b) The departnent of transportation shall adopt rules regarding
the distribution of funds within this account. However, such rules

must include the foll ow ng requirenents:

(1) Only a governnental subdivision may apply for and receive
f unds;

(1i) The entity applying for funds nmust supply matching funds;

(1i1) Gants are limted to expansion of projects in order to take
advantage of the cost saving provided by adding onto a construction
project; and

(iv) Gants are limted to the creation and/ or expansion of bicycle
and pedestrian pat hways and projects.

2007.
